JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4,04 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  January  1964,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4,04 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%/  A butterfat  differential  of  7,1  cents 
for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the 
3,5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges , The 
computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices 
on  page  4 , 


The  $4.04  price  for  January  1964,  is  1 cent  above  the  December  1963  price, 
and  5 cents  above  the  January  1963  price . 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  21,848,345  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  January  1964,  of  which  16,406,859  pounds  or  75.1%  was  utilized  in  Class  I 
by  17  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  5,0%  from  December  1963,  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  5,0%  from  December  1963. 

FEBRUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4  37 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  January  basic,  formula  price  of  $3,17  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  February, 

This  price  of  $4.37  is  1 cent  over  the  January  Class  I price, 

RECOMMENDED  DECISION  BY  USDA. 

A recommended  decision  on  which  exception  are  to  be  filed  before  March  10, 
1964,  was  issued  by  the  USDA  on  January  23,  1964,  proposing  regulatory  treatment 
and  pricing  of  milk  in  the  following  categories,  under  the  Fort  Wayne  and  75 
other  marketing  orders: 

A.  SOURCE  OF  MILK:  Nonfederally  regulated  plants  (milk  shipped  to 

regulated  plants). 

Proposed  Regulatory  Treatment: 

1.  Milk  (packaged  or  in  bulk)  received  at  a regulated  plant  is 
allocated  a prorata  share  of  the  Class  I utilization  of  the  receiving 
handler,  (after  allocation  of  packaged  milk  from  other  orders  and 
unpriced  receipts  to  be  down-allocated)  but  such  milk  would  be  allocated 
to  Class  II  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  If  a Class  II  classification  is  requested  by  the  regulated 
handler ; 

(b)  To  the  extent  such  receipts  when  combined  with  receipts  from 
producers,  from  other  pool  handlers,  and  from  other  order  plants  in 
bulk  are  more  than  125  percent  of  the  regulated  handler's  Class  I 
utilization  during  the  month, 

2,  A Class  I minus  blend  payment  would  apply  on  portion  allocated 
to  Class  I (market  pool  orders  only) .

B.  SOURCE  OF  MILK;  Nonfederally  regulated  plants  with  respect  to  milk 
distributed  on  routes  in  the  market  area. 

Proposed  Regulatory  Treatment:  Market  pool  orders  only, 

1,  Nonpool  handler  may: 

(a)  Pay  dairy  farmers  for  milk  received  from  them  according  to 

its  classified  use  value  (may  be  paid  entirely  to  his  own  dairy  farmers 
or  in  part  to  them  and  in  part  to  a market  pool) ; 

(b)  Offset  in-area  route  sales  with  purchases  of  Class  I milk 
from  a marketwide  pool  order:  or 

(c)  Pay  a Class  I price  minus  blend  price  payment  on  in-area 
route  sales i or 

(d)  Any  combination  of  (b)  and  (c) . 

2,  Administrative  assessment  is  paid  on  in-area  sales  less  Class  I 
purchases  of  regulated  milk. 

C.  SOURCE  OF  MILK:  Producer-handlers,  reprocessed  nonfluid  products  and 

non- Grade  A milk. 

Proposed  Regulatory  Treatment:  Milk  received  at  a regulated  plant  is 

down-allocated  with  a Class  I price  minus  surplus  class  price  payment 
on  any  milk  allocated  to  Class  I,  Administrative  assessment  is  charged 
on  portion  allocated  to  Class  I. 

D.  SOURCE  OF  MILK:  Plants  regulated  under  other  orders. 

Proposed  Regulatory  Treatment: 

On  route  disposition,  no  further  regulation. 

Unless  a surplus  classification  is  agreed  to  by  the  operators  of 
both  the  transferring  and  receiving  plants,  milk  received  at  a regulated 
plant : 

1.  In  bulk  from  a plant  under  a marketwide  pool  order,  is  allocated 
pro  rata  to  a receiving  handler's  utilization  in  each  class  (at  same 
stage  as  milk  from  nonfederally  regulated  plants).  Milk  from  an 
individual-handler  pool  order  is  subject  to  "repooling"  (i.e.,  a 
charge  at  class  prices  and  a credit  at  the  blend  price)  in  market 
pool  orders . 

2.  In  packages  from  a plant  under  either  a market  pool  or  individual- 
handler  pool  order,  assignment  is  98  percent  to  Class  I milk  and  2 percent 
to  Class  II  milk.
